2. Claims 6-1 1 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is directed to a signal transmission and receiving 

apparatus for transmitting and receiving a VSB modulated signal. The independent 
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claims identify the feature of " the modulator operable to modulate the first data stream, 
without being interleaved, to an m-level VSB modulated signal and modulate the 
interleaved data stream to an n-level VSB modulated signal, n being an integer larger 
than m. wherein the first data has synchronization data: and a transmitter operable to 
transmit the m-level modulated signal and the n-level VSB modulated signal " The 
closest prior art, Lane et al discloses a conventional transmitting and receiving 
apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
